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Exacalibur, Volume 89, was produced by the yearbook class at Crown Point High 
School in Crown Point, Indiana and printed at Herff Jones Yearbook in Shawnee 
Mission, Kansas. The account was serviced by Lisa Keene and Lisa Merino. The theme 
“Beyond the Bricks” was developed by the Excalibur Editorial Staff at the Ball State 
University Summer Workshops. The cover and endsheet designs were developed and 
produced in Photoshop and Quark by seniors Chelsea Saunders and Nicholas Roth. The 
full color litho cover featured a combination of embossing and debossing. 

The book’s 272 pages were printed on 100 pound Bordeaux. This was the first book 
to be completey digital with PDF submission to the Herff Jones plant. The body copy 
was 10 point, AHJ Avalon or AHJ Baskerville; captions were 7 point AHJ Avalon. 
Headlines ranged 35 to 90 point in AHJ Baskerville and AHJ Rigid. The staff created 
pages on Quark Express 5.0 and the book was produced on 22 Dell Pentium 4 
Processors. Pictorial coverage was provided by staff photographers, Titak Photography, 
Robert Strempka, and Visual Sports Network. Titak Photography also presented the 
senior pictures while underclassmen were presented by HR Imaging. A total of 1300 
copies were sold ranging from 45-55 dollars. The Excalibur was a member of the Indiana 
High School Press Association, the National Scholastic Press Association, the Columbia 
Scholastic Press Association and Quill and Scroll.
